BELGIAN KING CAPITULATES TO NAZIS: 
CANADIAN WAR PROGRAM LAUNCHED

Leopold’s Surrender 
Is Termed “Treason” 
Against His Allies 


LONDON, May 28—Military circles said the battle the B.E.F. 
are fighting in France, now and during the past fortnight, “Will 
rank as one of the finest feats ever performed by British 
troops.” The purpose of the continuing fight now is chiefly to 
give the French “Valuable time to strengthen the front on the 
Somme and the Aisne,” a military spokesman said. “Let there 
be no mistake,” he declared. “The B.E.F. are not a beaten 
force. They were never beaten back; they were never broken. 
They withdrew in good order; never lost their discipline or 
morale. Every time they have found themselves pitted against 
the Germans, man to man, they have proved themselves bet- 
ter men, just as their brothers in the navy and air force did.” 


BRITISH FLEET 


PARIS, May 28.—A war ministry spokesman said 
tonight that the Belgian army, “almost in its entirety,” 
has given itself up as prisoners to the Germans and that 
the situation, as a result of King Leopold’s capitulation, “is 
very difficult” for the Allies. He placed the number sur- 
rendering at 300,000. 


German divisions are pushing hard in an east to west 
direction on the northern front above the Lys river, the 
spokesman said. This is in the direction of the Channel 
ports of Ostend and Zeebrugge. 


In an attempt to parry the blow, British and French 
Air Forces today were participating in “tremendous oper- 
ations” of bombing German airfields and communications, 
the war office spokesman dectared, to co-operate with the 
Allied northern army. 


PARIS, May 28.—The Belgian army surrendered to 
Germany today on orders of King Leopold III, leaving the 
armies of Great Britain and France in an ominously weak- 
er position to resist the Nazi drive toward the English 
Channel. 


The Allies lost the military support of about 250,000 
men in 18 Belgian divisions and the French port of Dun- 
kerque, where supplies have been reaching the hemmed-in 
Allied armies, was left undefended. 


Belgium’s unconditional surrender was announced to 
the startled French nation by Premier Reynaud in a bitterly 
sarcastic speech in which he called the action “without pre- 
cedent in history”. 


Allied Lines Reported Holding 


But the French high command declared the Allies would 
continue the fight and their lines were reported holding 
solidly along the Somme and Aisne river lines to the Magi- 
not bulwark in the east. 


Heavy German attacks along the Meuse river were 
said to have collapsed under hot fire from French posi- 
tions. German losses were said to have been severe. 


Although the Belgian army admittedly was an “im- 
portant force” in the Allied campaign to stop the German 
advance, Reynaud said it had suffered many casualties and 
many other Belgian soldiers undoubtedly had been taken 
prisoner. 


King’s Action Called Personal Treason 


Authorized French military sources called the Belgian | 


king's order “personal treason, of which the king alone must 


support the total responsibility.” 
Belgian newspapermen in France echoed this charge. 


“The King is dead!” they declared. “Long live Bel- 
gium!” 


The Belgian government announced officially immedi- 
ate reconstruction of Belgian forces in France. 

“Belgium will put into action her entire army in France, 
composed of units already reorganized,” its statement said, 
“and will launch into the battle all the forces of the nation 
to triumph against the invader.” 


Information Is Military Secret 


The exact numbers and types of reorganized Belgian 
units remained military secrets. ‘Previous information in- 
dicated that the bulk of the Belgian forces had been fighting 
on the northern wing of the Allied front, well removed from 
France. 

French military sources called the capitulation “full of 
extremely grave consequences” and said it came just as the 
Allies were beginning to achieve local successes.

As 1 write these words the Allied 
atmies norih and south of the 
Somme are holding their ground 
against the enemy's vast forces.

It is likely to be the prelude to 
new and terrible battles when 
France will endeavor to strike deep 
into positions which will thwart 
Germany's plan to seize the French 
coast and fling a loop around Paris. 

That is the supreme hope that in- 
spires every man and woman in 
France, who study the little maps 
published in the official bulletins, 
that hope is shared by those of us 
who know a little more or what is 
happening in the swirl and tempest 
of the war, but we have learned to | 


be cautious even with hope. 


| MOVE FOR ATTACK 


We know that on the enemy's 
side and ours millions of men are) 
moving for the great encounter. The 
enemy has enormous reserves, | 
which are being brought up for this | 
terrific struggle. All German youths | 


| are going to be flung in. | 


We need not despair if here and 
there ground has to be given, pro-| 
vided that the Allied armies are in 
close liaison, with no more gaps 
through which the enemy can pour. 
Many things are now in our favor. 
The spearhead of the German army, 


| if not shattered, is at least blunted 


and partly broken. Great numbers | 
of tanks have been smashed up by 
gunfire and aerial bombs, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of German 
soldiers are dead or wounded or 
broken in nerve. 

The next phase of the battle 
may be less a wild rush through 
of steel monsters and more the 
slower drive of masses of men. | 
Hitler is throwing everything into 
this carnage. He is utterly ruth- 
less of human life. He flings his | 
young Germans into the furnace | 
fires in his lust for victory and | 
power. If he fails—if we succeed | 
in holding him—those losses and | 
that river of blood will be known | 
to his people of whom one day | 
he will be afraid when they ask, | 
“where are our sons and where | 
is our victory?” 

They are not superhuman, those | 
Germans, and with our Blenheim 
bombers above them by day and by | 
night, and the artillery now raking | 
them, they have to endure the agony 
which they have inflicted on help- 
less peoples before they received 
their own punishment. 

There is one factor which may be 
of great importance now that the 
}enemy’s infantry are coming up 
against the Allied armies. They are 
short in experienced officers. Many 
of those young Nazis are un- 
trained. 


FRENCH ARE BEST 

The French regimental officers are | 
the best in Europe, and now that 
General Maxime Weygand is in su- 
preme command their movements 
will be directed by a cool and sure’ 
mind. Nevertheless the weight 
which is being brought against us is 
very heavy and formidable to the 
last degree. 

Conscious of the menace, those 
who believe in the power of the 
spirit, even against steel, are pray- 
ing for Divine help in this great 
ordeal. Already the pieture is 
| changing. 

The gap through which the enemy 
has tried to blast his way to the 


the north and south is being closed 
in, There now appears to be only a 
narrow lane beween Peronne and 
Bapaume through which there is a 
perilous passage for German mo- 
torized units, That narrow strip is 
under the fire of French and British 
guns and the ceaseless harassing of 
our heroic air force. If that hole can 
be closed completely and_ the 
French and British troops can form 
a continuous line north and south 
of the Somme the way to the coast 
will be barred and enemy units now 
in the region of Boulogne and St. 
Omer will be cut off and anni- 
hilated. 


PRESSURE INCREASES 

The situation changes from hour 
to hour and pressure of huge en- 
emy forces increases. For that rea- 
son one dares not indulge in any 
prophecy of good hope lest the next 
news should falsify it. Yet there 
are today some true reasons for be- 
lieving that the enemy is being held 
more tightly by the French, British 
and Belgian forces. A French 
counter-attack has shattered the 
German effort to break a way be- 
tween Attigny and Sedan. The en- 
emy has been flung back from his 
attempts to gain the left bank of 
the Somme near Amiens. 

There is a general belief in France 
that the regrouping of the French 
armies has now made a firm bas- 
tion through which the enemy will | 
pierce no more holes. Probably the 
most critical position is up north 
on the River Scheldt and on the line 
from Valenciennes to Cambrai 
where the enemy pressure is most 
violent. The B.E.F. is now standing 
and holding against heavy and des- 
perate odds. 

I am inclined to believe on evid- 
ence which reaches me that one 
phase of this gigantic battle has 
ended and another begun. It seems 
likely that the enemy has exhausted | 


ized power of attack and now must 
rely more upon his infantry divis- 
ions rather than upon the rush of | 
heavy tanks and armored cars, | 

It is certain thet great numbers of | 
these have been put out of action by 
shellfire and bombing. The terrific 
strain put upon them for the past 
fourteen days must have made many 
more unserviceable, Their wreckage | 
lies in many ditches. Supplies of 
gasoline are not inexhaustible and 
they heve used up millions of tons 
of fuel, and now that Allied artillery 
is closing in upon them these motor.

Air Base and Target 


With the capture of Boulogne, Ger- 
many’s column of mechanized raiders 
gained a foot-hold on the shore of the 
Channel within easy bombing distance of 
the English coast—and which is pre- 
cisely as easily accessible to British 
bombers operating from English air fields. 
The latter fact is important. If the in- 
vaders can use Channel ports as air bases 
for attacks on England, these will also be 
convenient targets for Allied bombers. 

And while the enemy tanks cannot 
cross the Channel, British warships can 
shell Nazi positions on the French coast. 
Attacks from bases there can be launched 
by air only. Attacks upon them can 
be made both from the air and the sea. 
When they reached the coast, the Nazi 
motorized land forces came to the end of 
the road, but they also came within range 
of Allied sea forces, from which they were 
hitherto secure. 

Undoubtedly the capture of this 
Channel city is a gain for the enemy. But 
its possession is not an unmixed advant- 
age, nor in itself a disaster for the Allies. 


Experience Counts 


Hon. Norman Rogers says “refresher 
courses” may be given veteran officers 
who want to join the fighting forces. This 
war being different, in weapons and 
methods, training gained in the former 
struggle does not qualify an officer one 
hundred per cent. Perhaps to some degree 
what was learned in the former war has to 
be unlearned before a soldier is fully pre- 
pared for active service now. But not all 
the former training, and the experience, 
can be a dead loss, and a veteran should 
be able to get up to present day standard 
quicker than others. 

A good many ex-service men are 
anxious to re-enlist, and would no doubt 
welcome a course of training which would 
make allowance for what they have al- 
ready learned that is still of value in the 
war-methods of the present day. A stiffen- 
ing of veterans among younger and less 
experienced men is not only desirable, but 
essential, in all kinds of peace-time oc- 
cupations. Apparently the feeling is grow- 
ing that young men in the fighting forces 
would also be benefitted if there were a 
fair proportion of men among them who 
had been “through it” before. 


Economic Conscription? 


A London despatch says a “great 
change” has come over Britain since 
parliament enacted the measure conscript- 
ing wealth and labor. “You never hear a 
word now about hours of labor or rates of 
pay or trade union rights or privileges— 
those things have been set aside while this 
emergency lasts.’ And, so far as reported, 
there have been no complaints from manu- 
facturers because the Government has 
taken power to tell them how to operate 
their plants, or even to take over the 
plants and operate them. 

If there was any point in citing this as 
a “great change” it must have been that 
labor or capital in Britain has not hitherto 
been meeting the needs of the situation 
in a whole-hearted way. 

There has been talk at Ottawa about 
adopting a similar measure of conscription 
in Canada. If that were done at present, it 
would be done rather as a matter of fol- 
lowing Britain's lead than a course dic- 
tated by necessity. So far as known 
Canadian labor has not objected to work- 
ing overtime, nor been demanding a wage 
spiral, for getting out munitions, and 
Canadian capital has not refused to co- 
operate with the Government when asked 
to, 

Should these things happen, conscrip- 
tion of wealth and labor will certainly 
follow and should. But unless employers 
or employees have been indifferent with- 
out the public hearing about it, such a 
measure does not appear to be needed at 
present. 


Our Future World 


Churches in Edmonton were crowded 
on Sunday, as were churches across Can- 
ada, in the Old Lands, in all the other 
dominions, colonies and dependencies of 
the Empire. At the bidding of their King, 
people in all parts of the great and small 
territories which make up the British 
Commonwealth assembled themselves to-

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gether to pray to Almighty God that they 
and their fellowmen may be saved from 
the savagery that is threatening to strike 
down ¢ivilization, and that truth, honor, 
justice and mercy may continue to govern 
the relations among men and nations. 

“Churches” must in this instance be 
taken in the broadest sense, for in Jewish 
Synagogues, Mohammedan mosques and 
Hindu temples, men and women prayed no 
less earnestly than their fellows of the 
Christian faith. People of all colors and 
races and creeds presented their petitions 
in many tongues and in countless forms 
of service, that the common menace may 
be averted and liberty preserved. 

There was unexpected timeliness in 
this call to prayer. For later in the same 
day the listening world heard an exposi- 
tion of the kind of creed that will rule 
mankind should our civilization go down. 
It came from the lips of a Canadian cor- 
respondent at London, who told in a 
broadcast of things he had seen on the 
roads of, northern France last week. -It 
was a horrible story, a story of the wilful, 
deliberate, systematic, purposeful slaught- 
er of men, women and children, fleeing 
from their ruined homes in hope of find- 
ing some place where they might live. 
The radio has never brought to listeners 
so heart-wrenching a first-hand account 
of Nazi brutality. 

“By their deeds ye shall know them.” 
Herr Hitler may revile the Author of the 
dictum; he cannot evade the standard of 
judgment, and by it he stands condemned 
before every code of morals and every re- 
ligious creed on earth. Wherever men re- 
spect justice and show mercy, love truth 
and hate a lie, extend to others the toler- 
ance they wish for themselves, Naziism 
is a hated and hateful thing, because of 
what has been done and is being done in 
its name. 

“Prayer Sunday” thus supplied the 
contrast between the world order we have 
known and for whose continuance peoples 
of all beliefs and races are praying, and 
the world order that will prevail should 
the madman at Berlin have his way. 

Canadians, as they listened to one of 
their own countrymen telling what he had 
seen on the highways of France, must 
have thrilled with pride to know we are 
daing our bit to put a stop to that sort of 
thing and save humanity from being 
ruled by the Satan-inspired doctrine from 
which such conduct springs. 


After a lapse of fifteen years, produc- 
tion of iron ore has been resumed in 
Canada on a commercial scale, near Sault 
Ste. Marie. With all its mineral wealth 
Canada is poor in iron, the most useful of 
all metals. There are deposits of ore in 
many parts of the Dominion, but they are 
generally of so low a grade it is cheaper 
to import iron than develop them.

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The Passing Show 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


What technique does Germany follow in or- 
ganizing its “fifth columns’? There is no need 
to speculate. The answer has been given in detail 
by Hitler himself. It can be found in “Hitler 
Speaks,” a record of conversations between 
Hitler and Dr. Hermann Rauschning, one-time 

Nazi leader, now in exile, and an 
HOW IT eminent and trustworthy foe of all 
WORKS Hitlerism symbolizes. In 1934 Hitler 

called a meeting in Berlin attended 
by German agents living abroad. His address on 
that occasion outlined the basic principles to 
which the “fifth column” movement had to con- 
form. . 

“My first demand from you,” Hitler told his 
foreign agents,” is blind obedience. You are not 
the judges of what is to be done in your districts. 
... The policy of the overseas German groups is 
no longer to be debated and voted upon, but to 
be determined here by me, or by my deputy, 
Party Comrade Hess. 

“As the front line of our German fighting 
movement, you will make it possible for us to 
complete the occupation of our positions, and fo 
open fire. You have all the functions that we 
older men carried out in the last war. You are 
the army's outposts. 

“You will have to prepare definite enterprises 
far in advance of the front. You will have to 
mask our own preparations for attack. You must 
regard yourselves as at war. You will be subject 
to martial law. Today you are perhaps the most 
important section of the German nation. The 
nation and myself will always be grateful to you 
for whatever sacrifices you may have to make 
for the future Reich.”

Hitler buttressed this movement with his 
own secret service, independent of the German 
foreign office. “I am building up a great organ- 
ization of my own,” he told Rauschning. “It 
costs lots of money, but it gets things moving 
for me. I have drawn up a questionnaire cover- 

ing details of the persons I am 
THE METHOD interested in. I am having a 
OF ATTACK comprehensive card index com- 

piled of every influential person 
in the world. The cards contain every detail of 
importance. Will he take money? Can he be 
bought in any other way? Is he vain? Is he 
sexual? In what way? Is he homosexual? That 
is of the utmost value, because it provides close 
associations that can never be escaped from. Has 
he anything in his past to conceal? Can he be 
subjected to pressure? What is his business? 
His hobby, his favorite sport, his likes and dis- 
likes? Does he like travel? And so on. It is on 
the strength of these reports that I choose my 
men. That really is politics. I get hold of men 
who will work for me. I create a force of my 
own in every country.”

The technique which worked so smoothly in 
Norway, Denmark, Holland and Belgium was no 
improvisation in the moment of crisis. It had 
been forged with ruthless efficiency ever since 
Hitler seized power. He even told Rauschning 
of his plan to have Germans wear the uniforms 


of the country his army 
THE TECHNIQUE would be invading. “They 
OF TREACHERY will march through the 


streets in broad daylight,” he 
boasted. “No one will stop them. Everything 
has been thought out, prepared to the last detail. 

. I shall long have had relations with the men 
who will form a new government—a government 
to suit me.” 

“We shall find such men, we shail find them 
in every country,” Hitler continued. “We shall 
not need to bribe them. They will come of their 
own accord, Ambition and delusion, party 
squabbles and self-seeking arrogance will drive 
them Peace will be negotiated before the war 
has begun. I promise you that the impossible 
is always successful, The most unlikely thing 
is the surest. 

“We shell have enough volunteers, trust- 
worthy and ready for any sacrifice. We shall 
send them across the border in peacetime. 
Gradually. No one shal] see in them anything 
but peaceful travellers. Today you don’t believe 
me. But I will accomplish it move by move. 

“Perhaps we shal! land at their flying fields. 
We shall be capable of transporting, not only 
men, but arms, by air. No Maginot line will stop 
us. Our strategy is to destroy the enemy from 
within, to conquer him through himself.” 

In these words, uttered six, seven and eight 
years ago, is contained every aspect of Nazi 
Sabotage and treacherous attack, except the use 
of parachute troops. Hitler picked up that trick 
in 1936 from the Red Army manoeuvres, and it 
soon attained a sinister strength never possible 
among the Soviets.

Three Jumps and lselation 

A couple of years ago, President Roosevelt, 
in a speech inveighing against the pretensions of 
the dictators, protested against policies that 
would, he said, eventually turn every nation into 
a barrack yard. The policies went on and all 
Europe is a barrack yard today, where it is not 
a battlefield. And the end is not yet. 

President Roosevelt himself, in a personally- 
delivered message, has been asking Congress for 
an emergency defense appropriation of $1,182,- 
000,000. He wants an air armada, he says, of 
50,000 airplanes. 

The blitzkrieg has quickly brought to the 
Americans a realization that the day of isolation 
is gone. How can there be isolation when the 
oceans on which the United States has been de- 
pending no longer isolate? Even the frozen 
Arctic is a barrier only against sea or land 
forces. It can be jumped by airplanes. 

“From the fjords of Greenland,” said the 
President in his message, “it is four hours by air 
to Newfoundland; five hours to Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and Quebec; and only six hours 
to New England.” 

The fjords of Greenland are important, but 
vastly more important, at the moment, is the 
ice-cap of Greenland, which has been described 
recently as the world’s largest and finest land- 
ing-place for airplanes, Hollick-Kenyon, who 
knows Arctic flying as well as anyone and better 
than most, has expressed the opinion that the 
Iceland-Greenland route may well be the best 
route between Europe and America next to that 
by the Azores. It is only a jump from Norway 
to Iceland, another jump to Greenland, a third 
jump to this continent. Three jumps, and where 
is isolation?—Vancouver Province, 


Another Aggressor 


Wilhelm, once war-lord in his own right, 
once a man who dreamed of world conquest, has 
heard this week, in his Doorn retreat, the tramp 
of another German host. It must have stirred 
many memories, 

Wilhelm must have recalled that once he too 
struck staggering blows and thought he had won 
the war. In his mind then there was the thought 
that the hated British Empire was on the verge 
of collapse, that France was all but prostrate. 
He had his little day when he strutted and 
boasted, when the earth seemed at his feet, 
when he thought the short list of great con- 
querors had a new name. 

But Wilhelm could tell Hitler how the dream 
faded, faded into defeat and capitulation—and 
his own ignominious escape to friendly and 
hospitable Holland, now ruthlessly invaded by 
his successor. He could tell Hitler something 
of the agony of that defeat, of the slow realiza- 
tion that his imperial sun had set. He had to 
watch the break-down of civilian morale, the 
headlong retreat of his vast armies, the sur- 
render and scuttling of the navy en which he 
had set great hopes, the meek petition to Foch 
for an armistice, the loss of all colonies, the 
acceptance of the Versailles treaty. 

The ex-Kaiser has had a quarter-century in 
which to think over these things—years with 
his memories. What happens to him now is of 
little consequence to the world—but he is a 
living warning to Hitler that the way of the 
aggressor is not strewn with roses to the end, 
—Ottawa Journal. 


Putting Canada All In 


Lord Caldecote, British secretary for the 
Dominions, has sent a message to all the Do- 
minions of the Empire which will be heard with 
profound attention and sympathy by the people 
and government of Canada: 

“The fate of western civilization, under God, 
is in the hands of the Allied peoples...” and, 
he adds, “one airplane immediately is worth ten 
in six months.” 

That is the clue to all the organization and 
all the effort that Canada can put forward now. 
What can be done immediately, if it is in any 
sort helpful to stop the Germans now, is the 
thing that must have precedence over every- 
thing else. 

It is of course for the government to say 
what is possible and to set in motion the néces- 
sary effort. There will be no disposition in Can- 
ada to hinder or embarrass the government in 
any decision towards the utmost and the quick- 
est aid which Canada can send to Britain and 
France. 

The people of Canada are showing unmis- 
takably that there is to be short shift for any 
treachery or subversion in this country to the 
Allied cause. The government will have the 
wholehearted backing of the people in any 
policy or decision at all which the crisis justifies. 

If needs be, the people of Canada will go as 
far as the people of Britain have gone to deliver 
themselves and their possessions into the keep- 
ing of their elected representatives for the sav- 
ing of their cause in this war. 

There is no suggestion here that our govern- 
ment or parliament is failing now in the realiza- 
tion of the necessities and the peril of this hour, 
but a suggestion may be made. Mr. King would 
be well advised to co-op for this effort every 
leading man, manufacturer, merchant, labor 
leader who can help. 

Mr. Churchil] has set the pattern of this 
organization of the nation in his comprehensive 
recruitment of the British government, which 
now comes very near to comprehending, in its 
direct and auxiliary services, the entire human 
resources of the nation.—Vancouver Province.

Ninety-five years ago today (May 28, 1845) 
fire consumed one-third of the houses in the city 
of Quebec. Twelve thousand were made home- 
less; more than 30 perished in the flames; and 
the money loss was estimated at $6,000,000. The 
fire, which began about noon, was driven by a 
strong wind into the densely populated St. 
Roch’s suburbs, and soon became an “im- 
penetrable sea of fire, denying any effort to sub- 
due it.” Flying embers set fire to many sections 
of Lower and Upper Town, but a sudden change 
of wind and # heavy rain prevented the spread 
of the fire in that section.

What do we do with all the 
time we save hurrying? We sprint 
up an escalator instead of en- 
Joying the ride, race across streets 
to beat the red light, and allow 
so little time for keeping an ap- 
pointment that we hurry and 
worry futilely in an effort to. get 
there on the dot! 

There are times when hurrying 
saves minutes that are precious 
But most rushing around is aimless 
and the minutes saved make little 
difference in what we accomplish 
by the end of the day. On the other 
hand, continual rushing builds up a 
terrific amount of tension and it is 
probably the main reason for the 
Universal need for relaxation. Be- | 
sides the students who are training 
to become teachers and the business | 
people who are learning to combat 
pressure of work, there are a num- 
ber of society women in Miss Jose- 
phine L, Rathbone’s course in re- 
laxation at Teachers College, Col- 
umbia University. 

In the course, they learn that it | 
is all right to hurry when there is | 
need for it, but that the harm comes | 
from making it a constant thing so 
that the pressure is continual. it is | 
nét the speed itself which matters 
as much as the internal tension it} 
sets up. What we should all jearn is 
to make fast movements when | 
nevessary without getting all 
wrought up, and to let down after- 
wards, 

One of the places where we feel 
tension most is at the base of the 
neck. Since some of the muscles 
that help to hold the head in posi- 
tion also move the arms at the 
shoulder girdle, arm exercises are 
given to relieve tension in the 
back of the neck. Following is 
one of these:

“If thou knewest the gift of God,” 
eaid he. God's gift differs from ma- 
terial gifts, for it is not subject to, 
rejection—it must be accepted ulti- | 
mately, by everyone. In our blind. | 
ness and self-assertiveness we may 
withhold acceptance and postpone | 
a gracious yielding to the valid de. 
mands of divine law, But in ignor- 
ing the “gift of God” we deceive) 
ourselves, for it is always at hand) 
and is ours now. Paul declared, “The 
gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” Full enjoy-| 
ment of this gift awaits a change of | 
thought on our part. That change is | 
going on in human consciousness 
continuously, unfolding to each one, 
in proportion to his receptivity to! 
Truth, | 

Christian Scientists are convinced | 
that they have found “the gift of | 
God,” and their conviction is sup- | 
ported by the regenerating effect of | 
Christian Science on humzn lives. 
This is a divine revelation, not 
something of human devising nor a 
personally contrived system. It is 
from the source of “every good gift 
and every perfect gift; these, the 
Apostle James tells us, are “from 
above,... from the Father of 
lights.” This “good gift... from 
above” is free to all. No one has to 
go anywhere to obtain it. No one 
has to wait for a future time. The 
time and the place are established. 
They are here and now, since God 
is everywhere; and wherever God 
is, His “good gift” is. 


THE SEED OF TRUTH 


Christian Science exerts a vital in- 
fluence in the lives of all who ear- 
nestly seek to follow its rules, and 
they find it a real privilege to share 
its blessings with those who have a 
listening ear. They have the incen- 


tive expressed in a much-loved 

hymn; 

“For we must share, if we would 
keep 


That blessing from above; 

They cease to have who cease to 
give: 

Such is the law of Love.” 

Knowledge of true being performs 

but little service, even for one’s self, 
if it is not shared. Good cannot be 
confined; it is universal. There is no 
such thing as self-centred good. Our 
spiritual understanding must be kept 
actively engaged as a missionary on 
the highways of human thought if 
it is to be of lasting use to us. 
* Exponents of this demonstrable 
Truth do not expect the world to 
give unquestioning credence to the 
claim made for Christian Science. 
On the contrary, they ask that it be 
judged by its fruits, and offer posi- 
tive proof of its efficacy. 

Some specific cases of healing of 
human problems will be mentioned 
during the hour devoted to this ad- 
dress. Christian Science heals not 
alone physical difficulties. It is 
equal to meeting and mastering 
every form of error, in demonstra- 
tion of man’s God-given dominion as 
declared in the very first chapter of 
the Bible. This dominion is all-in- 
clusive and it touches every phase 
of human will power.

Healing in Christian Science 
requires an understanding of God 
as the perfect creator of a perfect 
universe which cannot lapse from 
perfection in any particular. 

The course of a Christian Science 
treatment is based on perception of 
God's creation as wholly spiritual, 
as the ideas of divine Mind. It deals 
with all phases of discord as mor- 
tal-mind beliefs which have no real 
existence, For instance, the process 
in a treatment for physical inhar- 
mony is not to view a sick man as 
one who needs to be made well, but 
as one who needs to be relievéd of 
his belief that health is material 
and can be lost. Health is a con. 
dition of divine Mind and cannot 
be impaired. We are not to weaken 
our denials of the claims of evil by 
accepting testimony of the physical 


sense that there is in operation 
an evil influence exerting power 
| @reater than God's. We are to 


strengthen our affirmations of the 


supremacy of good by knowing that) 


such errors are only mortal mind's 
wrong concepts, temporarily obscur- 
ing the real man, Physical inhar- 
mony is not ordained or sanctioned 
by God. “The illusion of material 
sense, not divive law, has bound you, 
entangled your free limbs, crippled 
your capacities, enfecbled your 
body, and defaced the tablet of your 
being” (Science and Health, p. 227), 


For example: the case of a five-! 


year-old child, unconscious and one 
side helpless with infantile paralysis. 
In the mother's absence, the grand- 
mother, in charge of the child and 
burdened with a sense of responsi- 
bility, telephoned a practitioner for 
Christian Science treatment. The 
practitioner's clear understanding 
that no divine law had “entangled” 
the child's “free limbs” ° quickly 
brought healing. The next day the 
child was eating normally and play- 
ing about the house; and in another 
day was playing in the yard. 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE, 
THE HARMONIZER 

Christian Science harmonizes the 
discords of mortal existence. It 
demonstrates that the absolute gov- 
ernment of divine Principle controls 
harmoniously all that really exists. 
As it purifies thought, it permeates 
even the minutiae of human affairs. 

In the realm of physics, certain 
laws are accepted as governing all 
operations, as in the exactitude of 
the principle of mathematics. When 
mathematical calculations deviate 
from exactness they are outside the 
range of mathematical laws and 
consequently are counterfeits. 

When our thoughts about God or 
any element of His universe, includ- 
ing man, deviate from divine Prin- 
ciple, we place ourselves, mentally, 
outside the range of the Jaw of God. 
If we accept as genuine a concept of 
man in a condition of want and woe, 
discord and disaster, we are believ- 
ing something that is totally foreign 
to God. 

There are people who have only 
the most primitive concept of math- 
ematics, but their ignorance doesn't 
suspend mathematica) facts. It is 
all the more true that human mis- 
conceptions of the Science of true 
being cannot impede or impair the 
operation of the fixed divine Princi- 
ple of the universe, supreme over 
all, 

Christian Scientists learn of this 
producing and governing Principle 
and prove that God’s presence and 
wisdom and power are Vital reali- 
ties, applicable to everyday ‘human 
affairs. The course adopted for 
themselves and advocated for others 
involves a pronounced change in 
modes of thinking, revising even 
their concept of earthly affairs for 
the average man and woman. 

Last year’s dry leaves enrich the 


soil for this year’s growth. Last 
year's joys and sorrows become the 
dry leaves of past experience. Their 
enriching lessons contribute to to- 
day's demonstration of life and in- 
telligence. (See Miscellaneous Writ- 
ings, p. 251:25.) God's plan ordains 
no interruption of individual spirit- 
ual growth, which is inevitably re- 
flected in enhanced usefulness and 
harmony, freeing mortals from be- 
liefs of Jimitation—including de- 
terioration and decrepitude. 

While Christian Science promotes 
longevity, it is also notably adaptable 
to the needs of young people.

THE WHOLENESS OF DEITY 

Seven synonyms of God are enu- 
merated by Mrs. Eddy on page 465 
of Science and Health, namely: 
Mind, Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, 
Truth, and Love. It is profitable to 
ponder the significance of these 
terms as applied to human affairs. 
For instance, by perceiving God as 
divine Mind, His infinite intelli- 
gence is found reflected by all the 
ideas of that Mind; as Spirit, His 
universe is seen as wholly spiritual; | 
as Soul, immortality is seen as en-| 
tirely apart from materiality; as 
Principle, His unerring power be- 
comes evident; as Life, endless being 
is found to be harmoniously reflect- 
ed by man; as Truth, erroneous be- 
liefs are scientifically overcome; as | 
Love, the divine presence is more | 
easily felt. Not only these but) 
countless other concepts unfold to 
those who embrace as their very 
own this “good gift’ which reveals 
all that exists in spiritual reality as 
ideas of divine Mind. But God, 
Spirit, does not and could not enter 
matter; nor can matter partake of 
the divine attributes. 

When one stands within the folds 
of a triple mirror, his reflection in 
each mirror differs from the others, 
bu: the reflections represent not 
three individuals but three aspects 
of the same individual. And so 
God is seen, in Science, as reflected 
—expressed—by al! that exists in the 
real universe, discernible only by 
spiritual sense. This Science reveals 
in myriad forms the spiritual ideas 
of the one divine Mind, all reflect- 
ing divine Love, and the highest of 
these ideals is man.
